Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 8- 1 1 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not teach or render obvious the combination, cooperation and interaction that applicant 
claimed an electrical connector comprising a base having at least one dielectric channel and 
spring channels define open ends at a fix)nt end of the base and extend toward a rear end of the 
base, and wherein the dielectric channel positioned between first longitudinally extending 
sections of two spring contacts, as recited with other limitations in claim 8.
